idioa he regards at true friends of Albania. Ontha otiMr 
hand, ha stated that Itejor Herbert Is an adTeniurer who 

Is without isipertaiice, who has been dlserowed by the British 
foreiga Office* and who Is aeddllng for personal raasons 
In Albaaian affairs. 

e. Eopl asserted tiiat Its exclusion from the Conunlttaa 
for free Albania constitutes a decth blow for the fi.K.1. 

In any ease, he said, it w»s already in the process of 
dissolution beoansa of latent dirergenelea of opinion amoag 
Its own Bwnbers. Ho also stated that the Italian auttiorltias 
tbaasalves were wary equleoeal in their attitude toward 
the B.K.Z. 

d. "Kiapl denied that tha B.B.l. had sent any of its

were SMnrely B.E.I. propAgende designed to raise the morsAe 
of the S.K.I. rmak and file, tdtleh had beeoa» dlsooatented 
as a rasnlt of their leaders^ lack of sueeets.
